Council for Judaism Reports 9,000 Members, 
Rosenwald Tells Executive Committee at Meeting

PHILADELPHIA—That the membership of the American Council for Judaism, last reported 
at 6,000 has grown to 9,000 and that the establishment of regional offices at Dallas, Texas, and San 
Francisco, Calif., among others, is being considered, was reported to the executive committee of the 


organization meeting at the home of Lessing Rosenwald, president, in Jenkintown, Penna. 


Mr. Rosenwald’s report also re- 
vealed that: 

The organization “is badly in 
need of funds.” Of a budget of 
$250,0Q0 voted at the last conven- 
tion, only $100,000 has been 
pledged. $80,000 more will be 
needed between now and June. 

A convention of the organiza- 
tion should be held in January. 


Many Chapters Organized 

Chapters of the organization 
have been established in the fol- 
lowing communities: Little Rock, 
San Francisco, Atlanta, Evans- 
ville, Lincoln, Oklahoma City, 
Portland, San Antonio, Birming- 
ham, Los Angeles, Denver, Miami, 
Louisville, Baton Rogue, Shreve- 
port, the State Michigan, Dallas, 
Houston, Beaumont, Kansas City, 
St. Louis, Newark, New York, 
Cincinnati, Youngstown, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh, Memphis, Rich- 
mond and Seattle. 

75,000 pieces of literature are 
being mailed out each month, an 
increase from 40,000 a month last 
year. 

Several local chapters have dis- 
tributed Rabbi Elmer Berger’s 
book, “The Jewish Dilemma” to 
libraries, public officials, editors, 
clergymen. 

Letters sent to the governors of 
states were “effective,” and the 
organization “is in touch with 
the White House where our views 
are being fully presented.” 

Contact with like-minded 
groups in England and Australia 
is continuing. 

Efforts being made to clear up 
the position of the American Jew- 
ish Committee because “of the 
injury being done us by the im- 
pression circulated that the Com- 
mittee is doing the same work as 
the Council, have not as yet suc- 
ceeded, but are continuing. 

Efforts have been made by Zion- 
ist groups to “smother” Rabbi 
Berger’s book and to prevail upon 
booksellers not to display or or- 
der it.

Dear Rabbi Opher, 

An American Jewess, I am the 
mother of two sons now in the 
armed forces. I have sought to 
help my sons attain an adequate 
way of life. In all else I have 
not done too badly, but in the 
matter of Judaism, I have floun- 
dered no end. I admit I had not 
the courage, fearing public opin- 
ion, and primarily being afraid 
of my sons’ possible feeling that 
they were being left out of 
things, I compromised. 

They had a minimum of train- 
ing in Jewish folklore and a bare 
preparation for their bar mitz- 
vas, which I truly believe is a 
farce. For neither of them at 
any time have regularly attended 
a place of worship or common 
meeting place “for their fellow 
Jews. 

Time was when this was not 
too serious, but today they and 
we are asked to understand and 
help solve a problem that cries 
out for action. We have not been 
prepared to stand together and, 
unless we do, there can be no 
satisfying solution. Of about 100 
people that I know well, not 
more than five or six attend a 
temple and they do not attend it 
regularly. When I asked them

WHAT TO DO ABOUT THOUSANDS 
OF JEWISH CHILDREN VEXES PARENTS

NEW YORK—One of the most important and little-known 
problems facing Jews in France, Holland and Belgium is that 
of re-educating their children to Jewish customs and traditions, 
Capt. Robert S. Marcus declared. Many children in those coun- 
tries, he related, found refuge through the Catholic Church and 
in Catholic homes when the Germans invaded. 

“For four years thousands of these youngsters were brought 
up as Catholics, attending church and learning the customs of 
their benefactors,” he said. “The problem now is, how are we 
going to reacquaint them with Judaism?”

Dear Mrs. E. L.: 

You are rather lenient with 
yourself when you describe your 
own floundering. You are not as 
lenient with Rabbis whom you 
expect “to do something.” There 
were times when you did not 
mind that your children’s Jewish 
knowledge was limited to prepar- 
ation for their bar mitzvas. To- 
day you want more. You are 
seeking to fill the ground under 
their feet but neither you, and 
still less your children, you are 
now discovering, can walk firmly 
on the unfirm ground and in the 
charged atmosphere in which we 
have to live. Why has nobody 


prepared you for that? The Syna- 


gogue was never meant to be ex- 
clusively a place of worship or a 
prayer house for Saturdays and 
holy days only. It is open every 
day and night of the week for 
worshipers, for students, for fel- 
lowship, for inspiration and for 
cooperation. 

You arrive at a constructive 
solution when you suggest that 
Synagogue be made into a more 
living, more vital place for the 
children as well as for the adults. 
But it still takes more than the 
Rabbis to make the Synagogue 
the vital institution it has always 
been in the past. It will take peo- 
ple like you to aid the Rabbis 
to the solution of this compli- 
cated problem by your desire 
and the pronounced will of peo- 
ple like you for a home, a Syna- 
gogue and a community life 
which would all strive for the 
formation of a new Jewish type, 
a type of Jew who possesses the 
inner strength to be himself in 
times of comfort as well as in 
times of distress. That strength 
can come only from one source— 
the knowledge that the preserva- 


tion of Judaism is the most posi- 


tive contribution of the Jew to 
the progress of humanity. That 
can only come through the Syna- 
gogue.—The Tabernacle Bulletin 
of the Hebrew Tabernacle of 
Washington Heights.

JERUSALEM—Over 200 “illegal” Jewish immigrants landed 
this week aboard a Greek schooner midway between Haifa and 
Jaffa.

JERUSALEM—Whether Jewish Hagana units went into operas 
tion to hold off 4,000 troops attacking 5 Jewish colonies could not be 
asertained, but the Mandatory power knew it had been in 
battle. 

Nine Jews were killed and nearly 100 wounded when the armed 
British troops, using tear gas, broke into the colonies in a search 
for illegal immigrants believed to have landed Friday morning from 
the Greek schooner Demetrios. 

Two of the colonies, Givat Haim and Ein Hachoresh have ap- 
pealed for medical aid and blood donors. Troops met stiff resistance 
at several of the settlements. In addition to its permanent residents, 
Givat Haim was filled with hundreds of Jews from the nearby town 
of Hedera, who flocked there yesterday, when troops were reported 
approaching.

TROOPS BESIEGE 3 SETTLEMENTS 


The first violence developed at Rishpun, Shefaim and Kfar 
Shmaryahu, all of which are in the same neighborhood, when the 
heads of the settlements reiterated their refusal to permit entry of 
the 4,000 troops of the British Sixth Airborne Division which had 
been besieging the. settlements since the previous afternoon. The 
troops were assisted by tanks, armored cars and airplanes. 

At Shefaim men and women were separated after the troops 
broke into the colony, and the former were confined in hastily erected 
barbed wire stockades. Soldiers checked the identification of all per- 


sons and conducted an intensive search for illegal immigrants. A 
similar proceedure was followed in the other villages

STATEMENT ON RELIGIOUS OBSERVANCE IN 
THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS ADOPTED BY THE 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL OF THE RABBINICAL 
ASSEMBLY OF AMERICA 


HE American school system has been one of 
T the pillars of our democratic way of life. 
Among its principal assets has been the fact that it 
has avoided involvement in the sectarian differences 
which naturally exist in a democratic community. 

The absence of sectarianism from our school sys- 
tem has not derived from any lack of appreciation 
for the role of religion in life. The classic formula- 
tions of American democratic thought make it clear 
that the fathers of this country regarded their de- 
votion to the rights of man as a corollary to their 
faith in divine Providence. But the establishment of 
a public school system assumed that the religious 
supplement to the process of education would take 
place under home and denominational auspices, 
rather than within the school system itself. 


The avoidance of denominational training within 
the framework of our public educational system has 
derived from the same considerations that led to the 
separation of church and state in our government. 
It is in the very nature of democracy that there be 
no disabilities attached to affiliation with any par- 
ticular religious group. We could not possibly do 
justice to all religious ideologies with our public 
school system, and still achieve the more general 
goals of education. Favortism for any particular re- 
ligious group would be a negation of the civil liber- 
ties of all other groups. The home and such volun- 
tary organizations that religiously like-minded indi- 
viduals and groups establish are best equipped to 
care for’ the child’s religious needs. Religious educa- 
tion is not a responsibility which the state or any 
state agency can assume or discharge with success. 


The world-wide violence of the last decade, the 
assault on liberty in many countries and the crisis 
in personal morality have produced a sense of alarm 
among our educators. They correctly feel that we are 
faced with a pressing need to strengthen the attach- 
ment to human values among our citizens. Very 
properly they feel that an important contribution to 
this endeavor must come from religious education. 
Various projects have therefore been urged as a 
means of coping with this problem. Among them 
are various courses concerned with religious toler- 
ance, designed to foster better understanding among 
adherents of different religious groups in the coun- 
try. But suggestions have also come forth for in- 
troducing specifically religious content in the cur- 
ricula of our public schools. Some have asked for 
explicit religious instruction under school auspices. 
Others have remanded Scripture readings and the 


offerings of prayers. And there has been a new em- 
phasis upon the public school celebration of religious 
festivals. 

We call attention to the peril for traditional Ameri- 
can education which inheres in this development. 
Education for religious tolerance, to the extent that 
it is objective and does not identify the school system 
with any particular expression of religion, holds 
promise of positive good. For it would present the 
legitimacy of the variations in religion within the 
largest framework of American life. American edu- 
cators should explore all the possibilities which such 
study material holds out for our school system, with 
an awareness of the difficulties involved in preventing 
its distortion for sectarian ends. 

The introduction of formal religious instruction in 
the school system, on the other hand, would, in our 
judgment, be decidedly injurious to the American 
educational ideal. It would necessarily tend to identi- 
fy our school system with a particular denomination- 
alism. It would bring into our educational system 
all the evils involved in a union of church and state. 


We particularly oppose the public school celebra- 
tion of religious festivals. Christmas may have many 
general folk elements which are popular with chil- 
dren. But sincere and thoughtful Christians will sure- 
ly agree that Christmas is primarily a religious fes- 
tival, rooted in the Christian faith, and proclaiming 
a Christian message concerning the way of man’s 
salvation. 

To pretend that Christmas is a non-religious fes- 
tival seems to us an affront to the religious sensi- 
bilities of millions of our fellow-Americans of the 
Christian faith. Adherents of Judaism have always 
been taught to respect any expression of faith which 
is charged with so much meaning for and evokes 
so much reverence from their neighbors. But Juda- 
ism cannot accept a conception which derives from 
the doctrine of God taking on human form. We can- 
not be true to the truth as we see it in associating 
ourselves with celebrations in which such concep- 
tions are involved. 

The practice of calling on Jewish children to join 
in the singing of Christmas carols, to partake in 
Christmas plays or to work on Christmas motifs in 
various art-craft projects must be regarded as an 
infringement of their rights 4s Americans. It is to 
ask them to associate themselves with experiences 
that are alien to their religious tradition. Such prac- 
tices, however well-meaning in intent, are a coercion 
of conscience, and a denial of religious freedom, one 
of the most priceless freedoms to which this country 
is dedicated. 

We do not believe that the attempt in certain 
schools to conduct joint celebrations of Jewish and 
Christian festivals avoids the difficulty. Even when 





Christian children join in the celebration o¢ the 
Exodus, which is the historical basis of the Passover 
holiday, or the heroic struggle of the Maccabee 
which is the basis of the Hanukkah festival, they gt 
remain within ‘the frame of reference of their 
faith. The Old Testament is an integral element of 
the Christian scriptures, the Church recognizing that 
without the Maccabean struggle for freedom, Chris, 
tianity could not have come into being. Indeed, fo, 
centuries the Christian Church celebrated a holiday 
called the Birthday of the Maccabees on August 
second. On the other hand, we ask our Christian 
brothers to recognize that Jewish children go beyond 
the frame of reference of their faith when they join 
in commemorating Easter and Christmas, days made 
sacred by the calendar of Christendom, but having 
no place in Jewish life and tradition. The abuses 
which all attempts directly to introduce religious com 
tent into the school system must involve should make 
our educators hestitate. We call upon them to hold 
fast to traditional Americanism in the schools no lesg 
than in other areas of life. 

The current world crisis does indeed point to the 
desperate need of striving to moralize life through 
the dynamism of religion. That the introduction of 
religious training into the public schools wil] not 
necessarly achieve this need is made glaringly eyj, 
dent by Nazi Germany. Religious education was part 
of the public school system in Germany, but that did 
not immunize the youth of Germany against the doe. 
trines of barbarism proclaimed by the Nazis. The 
crisis calls for a consecration to the values of human 
dignity and human rights which inhere in the teach. 
ings of the Church as well as the Synagogue, and it 
challenges us to make this the supreme concern of 
our labors. But this is a task which we cannot—anq 
dare not—delegate to an agency of the state. 

An intensification of religious vitality in the Ameri. 
can home, a strengthening of the quality and extent 
of education in the religious school, voluntarily cre. 
ated and maintained by Americans of every faith_ 
that is the goal to which wé must direct our united 
efforts, if American freedom is to be safeguarded in 
Spirit as well as in law, and the ideals of religion are 
to be a vital and conseerating influence in American 
life. 

In the spirit of American tradition, we want to 
keep the functions of state and church in their dis. 
tinct places. And we want to do so in every area of 
American life, including our educational system. For 
the public school to become the means of indoctrina- 
tion in the beliefs or practices of any particular re. 
ligious group, whether by formal avowals, or by ae- 
tivities which imply it, is to betray the American way 
of life. We are confident that in presenting this stand. 
point for public action, we are serving the highest 
interests of a vital religion in America.

To Clarify Attitude in Present Palestine Situation 


Statement by Lessing J. Rosen- 
wald, President, American 
council for Judaism. 


HE terms, set up by our 
Government and Great Brit- 
gin for the joint Anglo-American 
committee of Inquiry into Pales- 
tine and into the conditions of 
ews in Europe, have at one 
stroke very properly severed the 
pumanitarian problems of the dis- 
jaced Jews of Europe from the 
political problems of Palestine. 
that in itself is a notable pub- 
lic service rendered by President 
qruman and Foreign Minister 
Bevin. It forecasts that public 
opinion may at last come out of 
the fog of politics and propa- 
anda that has surrounded the 
yexing problem of Palestine. 

The Committee of Inquiry will 
pe able to give primary attention 
to the humanitarian aspects of an 
estimated 100,000 displaced Jews 
of Europe. Their need is urgent. 
They cannot wait. 

IN EXAMINING the position of 
Jews in those countries of Europe 


where they have been victims of 


Nazi and Fascist persecutions we 
are hopeful that the Committee 
will emphasize Mr. Bevin’s state- 
ment: 
“We cannot accept the view 
the Jews should be 
driven out of Europe and 
should not be permitted to 
live again in these countries 
without discrimination and 
contribute their ability and 
talent toward rebuilding the 
prosperity of Europe.” 

With that view we are in com- 
plete agreement. We believe that 
many Jews will desire and will be 
able to re-establish themselves in 
their European homelands. 

For those who cannot make this 
readjustment, a vigorous pro- 
gram of emigration and resettle- 
ment in other lands will be re- 
quired. It is hoped that oppor- 


‘tunities will be provided speedily 


for emigration to Palestine, the 
United States, Great Britain and 
all countries capable of aiding 
their desperate plight. 

Once chis is achieved, the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry will be in a 
better position to consider the 
basic political problem of Pales- 
tine.

Statement by the American Jewish Committee 


HE American Jewish Committee has taken note of the criti- 

cisms of it contained in the statement of the American Jewish 
Conference in connection with the visit to President Truman of the 
Committee’s president and chairman of the executive committee. 
The Committee adheres to its fixed policy of abstaining from acri- 
monious controversy with other Jewish organizations. To clear up 
the confusion created by the Conference’s statement, however, the 
Committee feels impelled to make the following statement: 


The Committee’s officers met with the President at a time desig- 
nated by him after he had previously indicated his desire to see 
them. The main objective of the visit was to save human lives by 
securing immigration into Palestine. They advised the President, 
in substance, that substantially all Jews, whether Zionist or non- 
Zionist, together with most Americans of other faiths, were united 
on the pressing need for Jewish immigration into Palestine and fully 
supported his request that the British Government immediately ad- 
mit 100,000 European Jews into Palestine. 


THERE WAS NO discussion of a Jewish state other than the 
request that this immigration should be granted entirely irrespective 
ot whatever conclusion might be reached on the question of state- 
hood. 

In this connection it is appropriate to review the series of actions 
undertaken in recent years by the American Jewish Committee to 
bring about the abrogation of the 1939 White Paper and the opening 
ef the gates of Palestine to large-scale Jewish immigration. 


1. In January 1944, the Committee presented a strong plea to Lord 
Halifax, British Ambassador to Washington, calling for the abro- 
gation of the White Paper as being contrary to the Balfour Decla- 
ration and the Mandate for Palestine. 


2. During the San Francisco Conference, the Committee representa- 
tives addressed a communication to Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., then 
Secretary of State, urging that the United Nations take no action 
which would prejudice Jewish rights with respect to Palestine. 
The same request was made by the American Jewish Conference 
as well. 

. Following the recent visit to the President, the Committee, in a 
communication to Secretary of State Byrnes dated November 9, 
1945, on the eve of Prime Minister Attlee’s arrival in the United 
States, again emphasized Jewish unity on this issue and called for 
“our Government’s zealous furtherance of President Truman’s 
request that the British Government immediately allow 100,000 
Jews to enter Palestine. 


THESE ACTIONS were in line with the Committee’s consistent 
policy, dating back at least to 1918 when it endorsed the Balfour 
Declaration. In 1930, the Committee opposed the Passfield White 
Paper; in 1938, it protested against the partition plan. 

The chief difference between the Committee on the one hand 
and the Zionist organizations in the Conference on the other has been 
that the Committee has earnestly urged on its fellow-Jews the strong 
advisability of emphasizing the immigration issue at this time, a 
view which it is confident is shared by many leading Zonists. 

The Committtee is compelled to take issue with the position of 
the Conference that it speaks for all Jewry on Palestine. It points 
out that among the constituent bodies of the Conference, the Na- 
tional Council of Jewish Women, the B’nai B’rith, the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations and the Jewish Labor Committee 
refused to adopt the Palestinian resolution of the Conference. 


Nor can we admit the position of the Conference which seeks 
to deny to any other group the right to speak merely because it is 
alleged to be a “minority.” Political democracy is essentially con- 
cerned with the protection of minorities. If this were not so, hard 
indeed would be the lot of every minority group, including Jews. And 
the right of any group, whether it is a minority or majority, con- 
siderately and decently to express its convictions, the Committee be- 
lieves cannot be gainsaid. It will never willingly surrender its right 
cf free speech. 


THERE IS HONEST DIFFERENCE of opinion as to the wisdom 
ot emphasizing the demand for a Jewish state in advance of the 
securing of additional immigration into Palestine. The Committee’s 
own view was thus expressed in the presidential address of its 
president on February 4, 1945: 


“We say to our Zionist friends: We may not join in 
your present political demands, but we love Ertez Yisroel, 
the land of Israel, no less than you do; we are prepared to 
work with you in getting the answer to all these difficult 
questions. Why, then, must you have conflict with us be- 
cause we Say it is inexpedient, unwise and dangerous to the 
safety of Palestine itself presently to go to the extreme of 
your demands?

Asks for 100,000 Visas 
Despite Inquiry Body 


NEW YORK—The establishment of the Joint Anglo-American 
Commission to inquire into the question of Palestine and the sit- 
uation of the Jews in Europe should in no way preclude or delay 
th egranting of President Truman’s request for the admission of 
100,000 displaced European Jews into Palestine, Secretary of State 


James F. Byrnes was told by 
Jacob Blaustein, chairman of 
the executive committee of the 
American Jewish Committee, and 
John Slawson, its executive vice- 
president, who conferred with 
him today on behalf of that or- 
ganization of which former Su- 
preme Court Justice Joseph M. 
Proskauer is president. 

Pointing out that the Presi- 
den’s request has the full sup- 
port of all Jewish groups, and 
of Amerecans of all faiths, the 
Committee representatives de- 
clared, in a memorandum sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of State, 
that the proposal of the British 
Government to admit 1,500 Jews 
per month is “wholly  inade- 
quate” and urged the United 
States Government to continue 
to press for the adoption of 
President Truman’s recommend- 
ation which they termed “a 
compelling necessity for the sav- 
ing of human lives.” 


Should Uphold Balfour 
Declaration. 

The American Jewish Commit- 
tee further urged recognition of 
the Balfour Declaration and the 
terms of the Mandate for Pales- 
tine entrusted to Great Britain 
by fifty nations and approved by 
the United States. “Hundreds of 
thousands of Jews immigrated 
into Palestine, and substantial 
investments were made, because 


of faith in the pledges of the 
Mandate,” the memorandum 
stated. 

Declaring that there is no ir- 
reconciliable confllict between 
the interests of the Arabs and 
Jews in Palestine and that the 
entire Near East will benefit 


from the existence in that coun- 
try of a thriving economy and 
democratic self-government, the 
Committee stated that “with 
good will on both sides and a 
firm attitude on the part of the 


United Nations, harmony can 
prevail.” 
U. S. Should Take 
Responsibility. 

In commenting on the active 


participation of the United States 
in attempts to alleviate Jewish 
needs, the American Jewish 
Committee stressed that “the 
United States should share fully 
in the responsibility of providing 
immigration opportunites for 
European Jews.”

peace in death as an awful warning that never again may 
intolerant savagery degrade civilization to the level of the 
brute. We have to safeguard the Jewish position in Palestine 
and foster Jewish immigration for those who wish to go to 


the Holy Land.” 


IT HAS ALWAYS BEEN our deep conviction that these con- 
siderations merit the serious attention of every Jew, whether he be 
Zionist or non-Zionist. And the address continues: 

“We have to meet the subtle poison of bigotry. We have 

to see to it that in the reconstruction of the new world it be 

made a place where every man may dwell in safety and in 

peace and in dignity under his own vine and fig tree.” 

And finally, the Committee reiterates the conclusion of that ad- 
dress as an earnest appeal to every Jew: 

“These are great tasks. They call for all the wisdom, all 

the statesmanship, all the devotion that is in us. With malice 

toward none, with charity for all, let us join together in the 


performance of these tasks. 


“Let us have peace. Let us cease to wrangle over what 
may happen in Palestine years from now. Let us face the 


issues of today and tomorrow, 


face them together, buoyantly, 


with heads erect and resolved to do our part, united and 
together, to restore this world as a place full of the glory 


of the Lord of Hosts.” 


At this time, when the efforts of all Jews should be directed to- 
ward improving the lot of our suffering brethren in Europe, it ill 
becomes Jews to dissipate their energies on internal strife and con- 
flict. Only in a spirit of mutual understanding can the Jewish cause 


be served.

Polish Federation to 
Operate Through JDC

NEW YORK—The reaching of 
an understanding for full co- 
operation in bringing increased 
aid to the surviving Jews of Po- 
land, whereby relief funds col- 
lected by the American Federa- 
tion for Polish Jews will be made 
available to the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee, was announced 
by Dr. Joseph C. Hyman, Execu- 
tive Vice-Chairman of the J. D. C. 

Under the terms of the ar- 
rangement, the Federation will 
allocate monies for specific re- 
lief and rehabilitation projects in 
behalf of Polish Jews, such pro- 
jects to be decided upon by mu- 
tual agreement between the J. 

Fifty 
thousand dollars of Federation 
funds have already been con- 
tributed to the J. D. C. for food, 
and medical relief in behalf of 
Jews in Poland. 


Hias Opens in Germany; 
Will Deliver Messages

Mail Service to DPs 
Started by Postoffice

mail and gift package service, en- 
abling people in the United 
States to send parcels to dis- 
placed persons in the American 
zones of Austria and Germany,

Regulations provide that a re- 
quest must be received from the 
displaced persons. Special post 
cards will be distributed to them 
for this purpose by the United 
States and Red Cross authorities. 
Persons in the United States re- 
ceiying these cards must present 
them at local post offices for ac- 
ceptance of letters or parcels for 
mailing. The post offices will de- 
cide the proper form of address- 
ing mail to displaced persons and 
further information about the 
service. 


Dominican Republic

“A PARTISAN GUIDE TO 
THE JEWISH PROBLEM.” 
Milton Steinberg, The Boobs- 
Merrill Company, 294 Pages. 


LIKE the title of this book, and 

I recommend enthusiastically 
its contents. It will make the Jew 
both a wiser and happier indi- 
vidual. 

The word “partisan” is signifi- 
cant. Jews have become such ar- 
dent advocates of “tolerance,” that 
we have made a religion not only 
of being “tolerated” but of “tol- 
erating” any idea or belief, no 
matter how Jew- 
ishly false or in- 
jurious. Even? 
rabbis are ex- & 
pected to be “tol- 
erant” towards % 
men and_ ideas 
destructive of j 
Jewish decency 
and honor. It is 
therefore re- 
freshing to meet 
a book and an author strongly 
partisan towards the basic ideals 
of Jewish life, toward Jewish sur- 
vival, the Hebrew language, Jew- 
ish Palestine, the Jewish religion, 
towards all that is Jewishly worth 
while and indispensable.

ONE OF the chief enterprises 
of American Jews, if not the 
chief, is anti-defamation. Jews 
are preoccupied with it more than 
they are with Judaism. In a few 
pages, Rabbi Milton Steinberg 
tells all that intelligent Jews need 
know about anti-Semitism, and 
what they can do about it. His 
approach is honest and dignified. 
He faces the issue squarely, plac- 
ing responsibility for anti-Semi- 
tism on organized Christianity, 
something whic:. our professional 
“good-willers” and anti-defama- 
tion bodies lack the courage to do 
for fear of offending those whom 
they seek to appease. His pri- 
mary aim, however, is not to edu- 
cate the non-Jewish world, a rath- 
er hopeless task in view of the 
last two thousand years of Chris- 
tendom, but to teach Jews how to 
conquer the effects 0: the disease 
upon themselves. 

One of the tragic consequences 
of anti-Semitism, if not the most 
tragic, is the spiritual damage it 
does to the Jewish soul. In one 
of the best chapters in the entire 
book entitled “The Sick Soul” this 
peculiar Jewish malady is ana- 


of “sick souls” of Jews who suf- 
fer from self hate are the mem- 
bers of the so-called “American 
Council for Judaism.”

WHILE NOT IGNORANT the 
various causes of anti-Semitism— 
economic, psychological and re- 
ligious, all pure rationalizations of 
the instinct for Jewish hate, the 
author is not too optimistic about 
the very “nostrums” and remedies 
he sets forth. That in Soviet Rus. 
sia where economics is no longer 
a motive for anti-Semitism, laws 
are necessary to suppress it in- 
dicates, he warns, its persistent, 
incurable character. 

Describing the various forms 
of Jewish religious life, Ortho- 
dox, Conservative and Reform, 
the author finds each deficient in 
some way. Reform has gone too 
far from the traditional Jewish 
discipline, a just criticism which 
many a Reform rabbi acknow- 
ledges. Orthodoxy is too immov- 
able and on intellectual grounds 
unacceptable. Conservative Juda- 
ism to which school Rabbi Stein- 
berg belongs is criticized most se- 
verely. It is condemned on the 
ground of “confusion and lack of 
character.” The leaders and of- 
ficial agencies of Conservatism 
are accused that while “affirming 
tradition and progress,” they have 
“in half a century failed to com- 
mend a single departure, no mat- 
ter how slight, from the old pat- 
tern. For all practical purposes, 
they might as well have been 
Orthodox.”

THIS CRITICISM of Conserva- 
tive Judaism is not only grave but 
eminently just. The religious and 
lay leaders of Conservative Juda- 
ism, especially the former, have 
been straddling on all basic Jew- 
ish religious issues, and still do. 


A lamentable and outrageous 
exhibition of “lack of character” 
is the membership of Dr. Louis 
Finkelstein, the President of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary on 
the American Jewish Committee, 
a violently assimilationist and 
anti-Zionist body.

“Parchment”, the skin of clean 
animals which is used for the 
Torah scrolls of the synagogue. 
The name is occupational and 
denotes a Scribe or Sopher. It 
would be difficult to exaggerate 
the importance of the Sopher for 
the Jewish community of old. It 
is probably the only occupation 
which has come down to our days 
unchanged through at least 2000 
years. The occupation of letter- 
ing the Torah was considered a 
holy one, hedged about with 
much ceremony and solemnity. 
In many Palestinian and Baby- 
lonian communities the Rabbis 
would undergo 24 extra fast days 
a year, praying for the special 
welfare of the Sopher. Both per- 
gament and parchment are words 
derived from the city of Pergam- 
us in Turkey, where parchment 
was first made.

AFTER ANALYZING the three 
schools of Jewish religious 
thought, the author arrives at the 
Reconstructionism of Dr. Morde- 
cai Kaplan, which he heartily ac- 
cepts and expounds with fervor 
and clearness. This discussion is 
particularly timely since in recent 
months the movement and its 
founder have been under heavy 
attack occasioned by the Recon- 
structionist prayerbook. Three 
members of the Seminary faculty 
who have never found an iota in 
contemporary Jewish life deserv- 
ing public criticism went to the 
extreme of issuing a public con- 
demnation of Dr. Kaplan.

THE LAST CHAPTER, dealing 
with the theme as to why Jews 
shall persist, whether the game is 
worth the candle, is not altogether 
a happy one.

GAVE a speech recently before the Temple 

Sisterhoods of our town, though giving a 
speech is one of the worst things I do. The 
faithful sisters seem to be meeting right along 
and willing to listen almost to anybody who 
appears to have any idea at all on the matter 
of what to-do about Judaism. 

They have become the priestesses at the 
temple altars, and quite lonely, too; the men 
aren’t around very often. They are prominent 
on Yom Kippur, though, when the various offi- 
cers of the temples display themselves on the 
altar beside the rabbi. 

The unhappy lack of men in the temples was 
one of the topics of the speech I gave to our 
Sisterhoods. . 

I envisaged the rabbi ascending his altar on 
the Sabbath ... “His heart is faint and lan- 
guishes as he looks down upon the congrega- 
tion. It’s a meager congregation composed 
largely of women. His heart blesses them and 
thanks God that Israel’s wife still is left to 
guard the altar. The rabbi feels hopeful. May- 
be Israel’s wife will carry his sermon to Israel’s 
ear when he gets home in the evening. Israel 
himself hasn’t been around since Yom Kippur.” 

I told them about the time I was a member 
of a temple board—a pillar of Israel’s house, 
you might say. 

“Of course, you know the functions of a 
temple board. Presumably to be a temple 
board member is not just a matter of being 
a stuffed shirt whose name is printed on the 
temple bulletin and whose vanity gets tickled 
thereby. 

“I take that one of the functions of a board 
member is to set an example of piety for all 
others by regular attendance at temple serv- 
ices. 

* * % 

“WHO BEFORE ALL OTHERS should be at 
the temple gates faithfully but Mr. Zilch, the 
temple board member. Who shall rather stand 
in the holy place than Mr. Zilch whose vanity 
delights to consider that the temple has so 
honored him; to say nothing of the pride of 
Mrs. Zilch who at every. opportune and inop- 
portune occasion likes to mention the fact that 
Zilch is on the temple board. 

“But is Zilch in the temple on the Sabbath? 
At the board meetings Zilch is heard beating 
his breast on account of the backsliders of Is- 
rael and the way they are delinquent in dues, 
but he himself is not in the temple on the Sab- 
bath. 

“Well, in our temple it got so bad that there 
weren’t enough men present at Sabbath serv- 
ices to assist the rabbi in the ritual of the 
Torah-reading. So what to do? It was felt 
that, anyway, one of the board members should 
be there but how to get a board member to at- 
tend the Sabbath services? 

“It was decided to draft them, just as the 
Army does to get soldiers. Each Sabbath one 
of us was ordered to be there at the rabbi’s 
side to assist him with his rendering unto God 
when it came time to read the weekly section 
of the Holy Law. But even then some of the 
drafted gentlemen asked for deferment. They 
didn’t have time for God on the Sabbath. 


“Yet rabbis remain patient. They seem to 
emulate the divine Father who just keeps on 
tolerating these awful children of. His, called 
the human race. Were I a rabbi I might run 
away from it all and open a delicatessen store 
where I could be sure Israel would appreciate 
my wares far into the night. 

“Once, long ago, I was on the way toward 
being a rabbi. My happier fate was to be di- 
verted from that goal to become a columnist 
which is a function not so painful as that of 
the rabbi. I don’t have to please everybody 
and if today’s column is tossed away by un- 
appreciattive readers, I have no way of know. 
ing it and what I don’t know doesn’t hurt me. 

“But. what a pain a rabbi must suffer as 
he looks down on the desert area of empty 
pews on the Sabbath and thinks of Israel who 
isn’t around to help with the Torah even.” 


NOW I AM A FELLOW who knows his own 
sins, too, and doesn’t point scorn only at other 
sinners. To the joint meeting of our two Sis- 
terhoods I made a humble confession. 

“But I should talk”, I said. “You'd think 
that I am a regular attendant at the altar to 
be chiding absent Israel, in this way. You 
might think that I am a man who stands in 
lonely grandeur at the altar—an example to 
all the male delinquents in Jewry. 

“Alas, I must confess: I am like all the 
others and when does the temple know me, 
except on Rosh Hashonah and Yom Kippur? 
I am not here to present myself as a glitter- 
ing exception among the men of Israel. I am 
here just as an observer reporting one of the 
facts of Israel’s life and wondering what's the 
matter with us. 

“Why don’t I go to the temple more? I have 
time to go. I belong to the CIO union of 
the Newspaper Guild and we have a five-day 
week and I don’t work on Saturday and why 
am I not in the temple on that day? 

“I’m certainly quite Jewish. I feel the pride 
of being a Jew. In my daily affairs I am con- 
scious of certain social obligations that are 
related to the fact that I am a Jew. I ama 
prompt payer of temple dues. 

“Why am I not more faithful at the altar? 
And why don’t my friends and acquaintances 
come around? What the matter with us? Is 


it that we question organized religion even 
while we pay its dues to make sure that or- 
ganized religion will properly bury us when 
the time comes? We hold on to it while our 
doubting minds look at organized religion di- 


vided in many parts, each competing with the 
other for the favor of God. 

“Rational men can’t help wondering at this. 
They aspire toward brotherhood and find it 
hard to understand the many divisions of re- 
ligion which is the author of the idea of bro- 
therhood. That may be the reason why men 
aern’t in the temples more. Thanks, dear Sis- 
ters, for keeping the altar even while our 
troubled minds wander in bewilderment. Yes, 
the Jewish altar does reach high toward the 
brotherhood.”

with delivery guaranteed by the 
U.S. Government. ...

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HOW ONE JEWISH MOTHER MADE CHANUKAH 
A JOYOUS CELEBRATION FOR HER CHILDREN

WANT to share with you the experi- 
WY ems of a Jewish mother in making Cha- 
nukah a joyous celebration that competes suc- 
cessfully with the Christmas festivities of her 
neighbors. It is part of a letter written by 
Mrs. Harry Milton of Sedalia, Mo., to the Special 
Committee on Child Study and Parent Educa- 
tion of the National Federation of Temple Sis- 
terhoods. 

“_The first evening of Chanukah is always 
the Temple celebration. We have a play anda 
program. The Sisterhood provides a_ small 
gift and a sack of candy for each child, and 
the children each recefve from our Rabbi a 
pox of Chanukah candles and a card with the 
blessing. 

“The second evening we always have a fam- 
ily party. The grandparents and aunts and 
uncles and cousins gather at our home. We 
have a fetsive dinner. Grandmother provides 
traditional goodies for which grandmothers 
are famous. After dinner one of the small 
boys lights the Menorah and recites the bless- 
ings. 


“ALL THE GIFTS have been saved and in- 
stead of arriving one at a time all are kept in 
a corner in the living room. We wrap them 
in white or blue paper and tie them with blue 
and silver ribbons and decorate them with gay 
blue and silver seals. 

"We always have a miniature winter vil- 
lage spread out on the piano. We make a 
snow sceen with cotton batting and put up 
tiny houses with colored lights in them. We 
make streets of colored pebbles on which tiny 
cars and trucks are placed. The hills are 
dotted with little evergreen trees and in the 
foreground is a mirror lake with little blown- 
glass skaters skating about. Small brother’s 
electric train whizzes around the little town. 
There is nothing ‘Christmasy’ in this and it

BUY U. S. VICTORY BONDS 














ITH all peoples, holidays and festive occasions celebrated in 

the home bring special “eats” to the table. Turkey and cran- 
berry sauce for Thanksgiving Day, for instance, has become a tradi- 
tion in the United States of America. So the festival of Chanukah 
has acquired its own food traditions—and who’d want to discard 
such a delicious and toothsome trifle as Latkes, grated potato pan- 
cakes, browned to a luscious crispy goodness? Invite a few friends 
in for a dish of Chanukah Latkes with sour cream or apple sauce 
during the coming week of Chanukah. They’ll remember the oc- 
casion and so will you—most pleasantly. And here’s how to make 
the traditional Potato Latkes: 


Grated Potato Latkes 
6 medium potatoes 


3 eggs 1 onion 

1 cup flour 1 tsp salt 
Oil or vegetable shortening for deep fry- 
ing 


Grate pared potatoes into a deep mixing bowl. Press out excess 
liquid. Grate into the potatoes the peeled onion; add salt, eggs and 
fiour to make a fairly stiff batter that will drop from the spoon. 

Use a heavy skillet or frying pan. Heat shortening in the pan 
before dropping in the potato mixture from a tablespoon, flattening 
out each pancake. Be sure to have the melted shortening deep 
enough to cover the pancakes. This insures a crispy outer surface 
of the finished product. Turn the pancakes when brown on the under 
side and let cook till brown and crisp at the edges before lifting out 
to drain thoroughly. To remove surplus greasiness, place the pan- 
cakes on a paper towel. Reheat, if necessary, before serving by 
placing them in a hot oven for 5 minutes. Serve hot with sour cream, 
applesauce, cranberry sauce or shredded cranberries. Serves 5 or 6. 

Shredded Cranberries 
2 cups sugar or 1 cup each sugar 
and light corn syrup 


1 lb. cranberries 
1% cup light seedless raisins 
1 cup sherry 

Wash and stem the cranberries. Prick each berry with a tooth- 
pick or darning needle. Heat sherry and sugar over low heat till 
thoroughly dissolved and add cranberries and raisins. Let simmer 
about 5 minutes. Skim out the fruit with a perforated spoon. Let 
the syrup simmer until slightly thickened and return fruit to hot 
syrup. Let cool in the saucepan. Chill before serving. Yield: Ap- 
proximately 1 quart. 

Chanukah Salad—Use large asparagus tips, canned. Arrange the 
asparagus to represent candles, either on a large salad platter or 
individual salad plate lined with shredded lettuce. An inch of thin 
carrot strip placed at the tip of each asparagus section represents 
the candle flame. Use either red or green pepper strips, watercress 
or parsley for additional garnish. A little mayonnaise dressing along 
the “candle” represents melted wax. 

Chanukah Dessert Salad—Use ripe bananas cut in half and placed 
upright on sliced canned pineapple. A small red or orange colored 
gumdrop is used to represent the flame tip and a little sweetened 
mayonnaise poured over the tip and allowed io run down the side 
of the banana represents the melted wax. Serve the individual 
Candles on a bed of lettuce curled and cupped aragund the pineapple 
base, Variation:—Cut bright red apples in two and remove cores. 
Place cut side down on a bed of lettuce. Place a half banana upright 
in each apple half, tip with gumdrop and decorate with mayonnaise.

The New York Times carries 
full stories on Jewish affairs, 
and if it weren’t for the features 
in The Jewish Post, there would 
be no need for a reader of that 
paper to subscribe also to The 
Jewish Post. PM, of course, as 
you well know, goes to town on 
any story of discrimination 
which it can get its teeth into, 
and as a result, in its short his- 
tory, has carried no inconsider- 
able proportion of news which 
could be called Jewish news.

United Jewish Appeal 
To Continue in 1946

NEW YORK—tThe United Jew- 
ish Appeal will continue to serve 
as the unified fund-raising instru- 
ment in 1946 for the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee, the United 
Palestine Appeal and the National 
Refugee Service, it was an- 
nounced by Rabbi James G. Hel- 
ler, William Rosenwald and Rabbi 
Jonah B. Wise, National Chair- 
men. 

In accordance with the agree- 
ment for the reconstitution of the 
United Jewish Appeal in 1945, the 
terms of the contract will con- 
tinue in force for the year 1946 
All net funds raised for the United 
Jewish Appeal in the coming year 
will be distributed, after an initial 
allotment to the N.R.S., on the 
basis of 57 per cent to the Joint 
Distribution Committee and 43 
per cent to the United Palestine 
Appeal. The Jewish National 
Fund will retain traditional col- 
lections up to the amount of $1,- 
500,000. The J.D.C. will be per- 
mitted to accept earmarked con- 
tributions from Landsmanschaf- 
ten up to the amount of $800,000. 


Land owned by the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund in Palestine now 
totals 800,000 dunams or 200,000 
acres. 





‘A Responsibility Over And Above Immediate Objectives 


The resolution passed at the convention of 
Junior Hadassah calling for the training of 
American Jewish youth for eventual pioneer- 
ing work in Palestine, and the quick disavowal 
of any such movement by the American Jew- 
ish Committee, show how necessary is some 
overall agency that will avoid such situations. 

When about a year ago a Zionist speaker 
called for 20,000 U. S. Jewish youth to emi- 
grate as chalutzim to Palestine, the American 
Council for Judaism grew alarmed. The Coun: 
cil told The Post that the speech was a trial 
balloon to determine the reaction of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Community to such an endeavor. 

The account in The New York Times, under 
the stress of the times, could very easily be 
interpreted by the public as being the first 
move by recognized Jewish agencies leading to 
the eventual moving of U. S. Jewry to Pales- 
tine. Despite the fact that U. S. Jews and 
thinking non-Jews understand that no such 
eventuality has ever been contemplated, even 
by official Zionist sources, unquestionably the 
account was disturbing.

SAYS THEY CREATE CLEAVAGE

A few months ago I passed a 
news stand in my neighborhood 
when my attention was attracted 
by the heading of a tabloid, name- 
ly, “The Jewish Post.” I immedi- 
ately purchased it and for a con- 
siderable time I felt engulfed by 
its profound contents. Since that 
time I have been an avid and dil- 
igent reader of your valuable pa- 
per. 

My impression of your paper is 
therefore calculatea upon cold 
and careful analysis. I am con- 
fident that if you have not already 
done so, you will create a power- 
ful influence upon our. people, 
cementing that unity that has 
been so sorely needed ever since 
Ican remember. I am not swept 
away with emotion when I say 
that your articles have the ten- 
dency of bringing to the front 
subjects that are of extreme im- 
portance, such as anti-Semitism, 
Zionism, education, athletics and 
circumstances affecting every day 
life.

It is a 
travesty on free speech and lib- 
erty that there are still among 
us those who abuse those sacred 
privileges. Times of stringency 
tend to keep us more knitted to- 
gether. However under normal 
conditions when we are not sub- 
ject to restrictions, we tend to 
drift apart. We abuse liberty and 
free speech. We rocket off at dif- 
ferent angles of opinions. I some- 
times wonder whether or not we 
are aided if our rights are not 
restricted. The parallel is that 
of the Colored people at the end 
of the Civil War. They were so 
accustomed to being slaves, that 
when President Lincoln issued the 
Emancipation Proclamation, they 
rebelled and fought against their 
newly won freedom. 

Instead of being united, we fight 
against unity simply because we 
have the right to do so, not so 
much that reason is on our side. 
Those who seek to change the 
reasons for our existence, seek 
to create a religion of conven- 
ience, instead of faith and fer- 
vence, justify our existence sim- 
ilar to that of gypsies, rather than 
that of a nation. Such people 
create destructive cleavage.

Editor’s Note: The item in 
question on salaries appeared in 
Rabbi Schultz’s “Digest of the 
Yiddish Press” and was from 
The Day’s A. Danzis, who 
charged that the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee and other similar 
organizations were paying ‘“in- 
sane” salaries, often twice that 
of Cabinet members. Without 
trying to defend these salaries, 
The Post would point out that 
several jobs in the JDC require 
top talent, first because’ the 
amount of money handled by 
such an organization runs into 
the tens of millions of dollars, 
and second because it’s no easy 
task extracting money from the 
U. S. Jewish community. 

As to “national budgeting,” 
there are two sides, the one con- 
sisting of the leaders of the 
Council of Jewish Welfare Funds 
and Federations (some 280 wel- 
fare funds and federations 
throughout the United States) 
who say the American Jewish 
community supplies the money, 
then they should have some say 
as to who gets it and in how 
large amounts. As the situation 
is today, the national agencies 
such as the Joint Distribution 
Committee or the United Pales- 
tine Appeal and the others set up 
their own budgets, without being 
subject to review from any 
source, and then ask U. S. Jewry 
to supply the amount. The CJ- 
WF wants to be able to study 
the needs of the national agen- 
cies, and then on the basis of 
this and other knowledge recom- 
mend to its member agencies 
what they should allocate. 

No one, either the local wel- 
fare funds or the national agen- 
cies, would be bound by this pro- 
cedure, but the Zionists are 
afraid that the committee which 
would recommend the suggested 
allocations, might not be proper- 
ly orientated and as a result 
Zionist funds harmed. The Post 
feels that this fear is unwar- 
ranted, but the Zionists are un- 
alterably opposed, and will un- 
questionably defeat, the  pro- 
posal. Agencies like the J. D. C. 
and others are against the pro- 
posal too, The Post feels, but are 
perfectly willing to let the Zion- 
ists take the lead in fighting 
against it.

MAKING MISTAKE 


TO LOOK TO SOVIET FOR AID 


Editor The Jewish Post: 

One of the disturbing features 
in an otherwise inspiring Zion- 
ist convention was the hint of in- 
creasing reliance upon Soviet Rus- 
sia. Greatest applause was re- 
served for mention of Moscow. 
Are we paving the way for an- 
other great disappointment? I 
fear so. Yet, in this case, it will 
be more than a disappointment. 
It will endanger, truly, our en- 
tire position in democratic coun- 
tries. 

The desperation of my fellow 
Zionists is easy to understand. 
Succumbing to the lure of the 
Soviet Union, however, would be 
tragic. For the stand of Russia 
must be judged, first, by its overt 
actions, and then by the attitude 
of its avowed representatives, the 
Communists of the world. Rus- 
sia has flatly refused to allow 
emigration from the Balkans, and 
from Poland, to Palestine. It has 
even gone further, and recently 
demanded that “Russian citizens” 
(as it calls them) now living in 
Palestine, return forthwith to 
lands of their origin. Elements 
in the Yishuv that resented this 


attitude, were characteristically 
dubbed “fascist”. 
Marshal Stalin’s agents, the 


Communists, are simply using the 
anti-British feeling. The Arab 
Communists of Palestine are 
frankly anti-Jewish-immigration. 
That is also part of the plan. 
And American Communists, while 
making a lot of noise about Brit- 
ish treachery in Eretz Israel, can’t 
be pinned down to anything like a 
stand. Thus, following this Zion- 
ist convention, the Freiheit—their 
Jewish organ—ran a special edi- 
torial. It seemed mostly con- 
cerned with causing trouble for 
Britain in the Near East. “A 
clear position,” it declared, “for 
active co-operation between Jews 
and Arabs against their common

Then, for the first 
time, (if Zionists have lined 
themselves with Russia) there 
will be grounds for involving the 
Jews as such, with dangerous 
and delictae matters.

Russia will never do anything 
for Judaism, or Jewish nation- 
alism.

FROM IRAQ; CALL IT ‘ZIONIST SCHEME’

CAIRO—A boycott of Ameri- 


can goods was urged by Bagdad 
papers in reply to a suggestion 
by former President Herbert 
Hoover that the United States 
grant a large loan to Iraq to 
finance the resettlement there of 
Arabs from Palestine, according 
to a Reuters dispatch. 

Under such headings as “Devil- 
ish American Plan” and “New 
Zionist -Scheme,” the papers 
sharply attack Hoover’s sugges- 
tion for large-scale irrigation of 
arid land in Iraq and the trans- 
fer of Palestinian Arabs as a 
means of solving the Palestine 
problem. 

(The American Zionist Emer- 
gency Council, in a statement is- 
sued in New York, denied that 
the Zionists have any desire to 
oust the Arabs from Palestine, 
and stressed that Jewish activi- 
ties in Palestine have benefitted 
the Arabs. At the same time, it 
welcomed the Hoover plan, point- 
ing out that “it is a new ap- 
proach’ ’to the problem. If the 
Arabs should be interested in the 
scheme, the Zionists would be 
happy to cooperate in implement- 
ing it, the council added.)
